Trade Center bombers sentence 


4 men get 240 years 
after 7-hour hearing

NEW YORK — Four men convicted in the World Trade 
Center bombing were sentenced Tuesday to life behind 
bars by a judge who said the attack stole something pre- 
cious from Americans: their sense of security. 

“Prior to February. 26th, 1993, this country was a much 
freer place,” U.S. District Judge Kevin Duffy said as he 
passed out 240-year sentences to each of the Muslim fun- 
damentalists. “Now we have guards. Now we have an iden- 
tification card mentality. 

“It’s not quite as free.” 

Duffy pronounced the sentences after hearing Ed Smith 
tell how his life was ruined when his pregnant wife, 
Monica, was killed in the bombing that left five others 
dead and injured more than 1,000. 

“We lost.all this because the four men you are to sentence 
today wanted to terrorize the people of the United States,” 
he said. 


Duffy said he arrived at the 240-year sentences for 
Mohammad Salameh, Nidal Ayyad, Mahmoud 
Abouhalima and Ahmad Ajaj by calculating the life 
expectancy of the six killed in the blast — 180 years — 
and adding 30 years each on two other counts. 

He also fined the men $250,000 each and told them that if 
they ever sold their story, the money would go to the vic- 
tims. ‘ 

He added with icy disgust when sentencing Ayyad, “I 
can’t imagine anyone wanting to give you anything.” - 

The hearing stretched for more than seven hours because 
each defendant was permitted to speak. They gave defiant, 
often rambling statements in their native Arabic, proclaim- 
ing their innocence and decrying their prison conditions. 

“I wonder how long I will remain in prison until the gov- 
ernment reveals I was innocent,” said Salameh, a 26-year- 
old Palestinian immigrant. “Two years? Seven? Ten? 
Twenty? God only knows.” 

Duffy responded: 

“Tt is the mark of a sneak and a coward to plant the bomb 
to kill innocents and to steal away, and that’s what you are 
— a coward.” ; 

“You talk about the Koran,” he said later to Ayyad, 26, of 
Maplewood, N.J. “You have shamed it. ... You violated the 


Salameh was accused of helping to fund and build the 
bomb, and parking the booby-trapped van in the Trade 
Center garage. Ayyad, a chemist, ordered chemicals for the 
bomb and sent messages to news organizations afterward 
that the motive was to protest U.S. aid to Israel.

The United States pledged it would not 


demand specific numerical targets for its_ 


exports, but that several quantitative and qual- 
itative factors should be considered in deter- 
mining whether progress was being made in 
Opening markets.

Lawyers need to have good minds and good hearts, said 
James D. Gordon III, a law professor at BYU’s J. Reuben 
Clark Law School, at a University forum Tuesday. 

In his address, Gordon discussed some common com- 
plaints the public has against lawyers, including the fol- 
lowing: lawyers defend guilty people, lawyers as a class 
are dishonest and immoral, lawyers are too interested in 
money, too many lawyers file too many lawsuits that ruin 
the economy and the legal system is seriously flawed. 

Gordon said all people, whether they are guilty or not, 
should be represented by legal counsel. 

“The framers of the Constitution felt that all people 
should have the right to counsel,” Gordon said. “They 
believed that without counsel, accused persons could not 
protect themselves against the awesome power of the state 
or the prejudices of the majority.” 

In response to the complaint that lawyers are dishonest,

Gordon said lawyers have a professional responsibility and 
need to exercise independent judgment when representing 
a client. 

“It is essential that they have a reputation for honesty,” 
Gordon said. “The legal system depends heavily on trust.” 

Gordon cited a survey that showed more than one-third 
of Americans believe most lawyers would engage in 
unethical or illegal activities; however, 7 out of 8 of those 
surveyed who had received legal services gave their own 
lawyer high marks. 

Gordon also commented on those who are lawyers for 
the money only. 

“The materialistic trend among lawyers parallels the 
modern trend in our society, and generally is becoming 
more selfish, more greedy and more indulging,” Gordon 
said. 

Additional reasons for the public’s bad opinion of 
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Timpanogos Cave Monument opens Friday 


The Timpanogos Cave National Monument will open for the season on May 
27, according to an announcement made by the National Park Service earlier 
this week. 

Tours will be conducted daily from 7 a.m. to 5 p.m. However, due to federal 
budget restrictions, the season will be severely shortened. The last day for tours 
will be September 5. 

“Tf people are upset by the shortened season, they can write to their congress- 
man,” said Kathy B. Brown, acting superintendent at Timpanogos Cave 
National Monument. 

Tickets cost $5 and can be purchased at the Visitor Center on the same day of 
the tour by cash, check or charge. Tickets can also be purchased up to 30 days 
in advance by calling 756-1679. However, advance tickets may only be pur- 
chased by credit card, and are sold on Tuesdays and Thursdays only. Personal 
checks will no longer be accepted. 

“Although tickets can be purchased the day of the tour, we encourage people 
‘to take advantage of the advance ticket sales,” Brown said. “We have had some 
-days where tickets have sold out by mid-morning, so we cannot guarantee that 
“people will be able to get a tour.” 


Graffiti taggers help police with art programs 


SALT LAKE CITY — Graffiti artist Xak Wallace painted three elaborate 
letters on a large board in just over a minute, demonstrating to the Utah Gang 
Conference just how fast a “tagger” can spray paint a wall. 

Sometimes crews must work hours to remove graffiti that took minutes to 
paint. 

Police turned down a proposal to build a “legal wall” in Salt Lake City to 
attract graffiti to one spot. There are such walls in Eugene, Ore., and San 
Francisco, Calif., where graffiti artists are allowed to paint. 

Wallace, a panelist at the gang conference, believes legal walls could attract 
graffiti artists. 

Janene Brown, director of Salt Lake City Police Department’s Off-the- Wall 
program, is inviting some 20 taggers to the police department later this month 
to design art programs for at-risk youths. 

Salt Lake City has had 3,311 reports of matin cases since July, Brown said. 


‘Survey says fewer U students drink alcohol 


SALT LAKE CITY — A survey found fewer University of Utah students are 
drinking alcoholic beverages. 

Eighty percent of the students surveyed said they did not drink, compared to 
71 percent in 1991, said Kari Trexler, Counseling Center psychologist at the 
university. 

The state’s public and private colleges are required by the federal Drug-Free 
Schools and Communities Act to gauge students’ alcohol, tobacco and drug use 
every two years. 

A 1993 Division of Substance Abuse Survey shows drinking is down among 
Utahns in all age groups. 

“Drug use and excessive alcohol use are becoming less and less cool,” 

-. Trexler said. “As it becomes less acceptable, fewer people are going to do it 
- because of the peer pressure.” 
-. Trexler attributes part of the decline to greater numbers of women and active 
-Mormons among the 1,116 students surveyed. 


‘Meat industry may be over-inspecting beef 


’ WASHINGTON — A year after the government required inspectors to trim 
away every speck of fecal matter and other contamination on beef, the meat 
industry says the extra work may cause new health problems for consumers. 

The Agriculture Department imposed the so-called “white glove” treatment 
standard for beef carcasses last March after a deadly outbreak of food poison- 
ing traced to undercooked hamburgers. 

Anything that looks like it could be fecal matter, milk or undigested food 
must be trimmed off. All that foreign matter can carry potentially deadly bacte- 
ria. The meat industry told Congress on Tuesday that carcasses are now being 
handled too much and inspectors may be spreading invisible bacteria from one 
carcass to the next. Also, the delays in getting the carcasses into the chiller may 
cause bacteria to grow. 

“This strategy, in effect, is failing to deliver consumers safer beef and asking 
them to pay more for it,” J. Patrick Boyle, head of the American Meat Institute, 
told a Senate Agriculture subcommittee. He said flashlight-wielding inspectors 
are going after “any speck, no matter how small.”

Nu Skin opens its

Nu Skin expanded its company by 
announcing the opening of its busi- 
ness in Mexico earlier this month. 

Mexico has about $875 million in 
sales, making it one of the top 15 
direct selling markets in the world. 

But before 1986, Mexico was one of 
the most closed economies in the 
world, said David R. Rudd, attorney 
for Holmes, Roberts & Owens. Tariffs 
ranged in excess of 100 percent and 
any product imported to Mexico 
required an import license. 

“Doing business there was impracti- 
cal and very difficult,’ Rudd said. 

The North American Free Trade 


- Agreement made Mexico more acces- 


sible by opening the borders for the 
free flow of goods, services and 
investments. NAFTA also eliminated 


‘tariffs and streamlined the customs 


laws. 

Rudd said there are many advan- 
tages to doing business with Mexico. 
It has a fabulous market and many 
Rocky Mountain companies are 
achieving success there, he said. 

One major misconception is Mexico 
has no money, Rudd said. 

“What has been surprising, is most 
companies we assist believe this mis- 
conception to be true,” he said, “On 
the contrary, Michael Jackson sold 
out the Aztec Stadium (which holds 
120 thousand people) ten times on his 
recent tour to Mexico City at an aver- 
age ticket price of $125. 

“Wal-Mart has to close its stores for 
a few hours in the middle of the day 
to re-stock its shelves. Sharper Image 
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has a tough time keeping its shelves 
stocked. There’s a tremendous market 
and an extreme demand for U.S. 
goods [in Mexico].” 

This is the seventh foreign country 
entered by Nu Skin International. 
Previously, Nu Skin opened its busi- 
ness in Canada, Hong Kong, Taiwan, 
Australia, New Zealand and Japan. 

According to a recent press release, 
Sandie Tillotson, president of Nu Skin 
said, “Strong cultural and economic 
factors have made Mexico a fertile 
area for Nu Skin’s products.

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Clinton needs scandal break; 
attention should be on the future 


Asked last week if he felt he was being held on a higher standard than previous 
presidential families, President Clinton responded: 

“T think I’ve been subject to more assault than any previous president, based on 
the evidence. But as the vice president said a few days ago, there are powerful 
forces in this country who basically resent the way the last election came out, so 
they keep trying to undo it...I wish we could just all settle down and be Americans 
for a while and work on our problems, and then evaluate me based on the job I 
do....” 

We as Americans, regardless of our feelings for Clinton, his character and his pol- 
itics, are wasting four good years in scandal-finding instead of allowing the presi- 
dent elected to office to achieve his goals. 

We have spent months looking over Whitewater, some of us in hopes that it 
would equal Watergate, and now we have to listen to allegations by Paula Jones of 
sexual harassment against the president. True or not, these allegations against the 
president are taking up a lot of time. 

This is time that needs to be spent in forming new foreign policies with the 
changing governments around the world, making new policies for China, looking 
at the welfare problems of our own country or solving issues dealing with each of 
us, not just the character of our president. Time spent scrutinizing the character of 
the president is important, but with President Clinton it may be distracting him and 
each of us from focusing on the future. We may not agree with Clinton or his poli- 
cies, but his daily agenda should be allowed to deal with more than just defending 
his personal life. 

Since Whitewater, Americans approval of Clinton is hovering below 50 percent, 
paying a 15-point penalty for his character shortcomings, according to U.S. News 
and World Report. In contrast, the previous three presidents had higher job ratings 
in times of economic growth. George Bush, Ronald Regean and Jimmy Carter all 
received approval of more than 60 percent in times of economic growth. 

Forty-three percent of Americans voted him in for their desires to have a presi- 
dent who focused on America’s problems and put international issues on the back 
’ burner. They gave him support in the polls and now do not let him accomplish the 
things he was voted in to achieve. Public support for his health care finance 
reform, an issue that takes much of our president’s time, is below 50 percent and 
Congress fails to agree on a direction for the health care bill. 

Although Clinton “thas been accused of doing some scabrous thing or other, he is 
good on health care or defense, and since this is what really matters, why not let 
him get on with it,’ said Meg Greenfield, writer for Newsweek. 

While the character of our politicans should not be overlooked, it appears to be 
dominating the time and attention of our president, his advisors and the leaders of 
our country who need to be looking at progress in the future, not just mistakes of 
the past. Whether or not it is Clinton’s fault that so many character issues have 
come to the surface, we all lose by spending four years debating the character of 
the president we chose to elect to office. 

Clinton said it best when he suggested that we as Americans settle down into this 
presidency and work out problems and work toward progress, then if we don’t like 
our president, change it in two years. For now, let’s get down to business.

Cooper still battling for the bigs

Former BYU baseball star Gary 
Cooper has had an outstanding career in 
the minor leagues, but even batting over 
.300 hasn’t been enough to put him in 
the majors. 

Cooper, a two-time minor league All- 
Star, is enjoying another outstanding 
season batting .321 for Indianapolis. The 
problem is, Cooper is accustomed to 
putting up big numbers and not seeing 
the chances of moving up to Major 
League Baseball. 

“Tt has been frustrating playing AAA 
ball for the last 9 years,’ Cooper said. 
“Tt’s been a lot of fun, but I’m still play- 
ing in the minors even though my num- 
bers have been good.” 

Injuries have hampered Cooper for the 
last 4 years. When Cooper was playing

for the Astros in 1990, he underwent 
shoulder surgery. That setback prevented 
him from the chance to play for the then 
reorganizing Houston Astros. 

“That year [1990] the Astros were giv- 
ing a lot of minor guys the chance to 
play and get experience,” Cooper said. 
“Some guys got to show they were 
worth playing in the big leagues and did. 
I missed that entire opportunity because 
of that shoulder surgery.” 

The injuries continued in the 1993 sea- 
son. After starting the season batting 
over .300, Cooper was diagnosed as 
having fluid’ trapped behind his retina 
making his vision blury. That kept 
Cooper from playing for a month until 
his vision had partially returned. 
However, Cooper said that he never did 
see the baseball well again until last fall. 

“T think its almost destined not to hap- 
pen,” Cooper said, referring to his play- 
ing in the big leagues. “Everything from 
injuries to circumstances has kept me 
out of a chance to play in the majors.” 

Cooper, who will be 30 this summer, 
said he is tiring from all the traveling 
that goes on in the minor league. 

“The minors are fun, but it’s definitely 
not glamorous at all’ Cooper said. “It’s 
not a great lifestyle to have, especially 
with a family.” 

Cooper and his wife April just had 
their first baby on Monday, and family 
life may occupy more of Cooper’s time 
in the future. 

“T still enjoy playing, but if I don’t get 
to the big leagues with the numbers I’m 
getting, this could be my last year,’ 
Cooper said. 

Cooper also said that playing for 
Indianapolis, a farm team for the first- 
place Reds, is ideal for someone in his 
situation. 

“Tm 29 now and if I were playing for 
a team that wasn’t a contender, I would- 
n’t have a chance,” Cooper said. 
“Playing for a contending team like the 
Reds means that if they need someone 
down the stretch, they’ Il most likely call 
up someone with experience. It just 
depends on how the Reds do.” 

Cooper has already decided to finish 
his degree here at BYU. He has enrolled 
for school this fall and will most likely 
finish in April of 1995. Cooper said he 
might play one more season if he stays 
in the minors, but even that is unsure.

Griffey on pace to break homerun ree

OAKLAND, Calif. — Maybe 
Junior’s home run records are getting a 
little too routine. 

As Ken Griffey Jr. slipped into his 
home run trot for a‘record 21st time this 
season, he knew his dad had already left 
the ballpark. 

“He’s usually gone by the seventh,” he 
said. 

This record, though, was special — 
even in a season of home run inflation. It 
broke Mickey Mantle’s 1956 mark for 
home runs in the first two months of the 
season. 

Perhaps of more interest to Ken 
Griffey Sr., Monday night’s home run 
also allowed Junior to pass him in career 
homers with No. 153 in just his sixth 
major league season. 

Either way, the ball hit off Bobby Witt 
was destined for a place of honor. 

“Tt’ll go in the trophy case,” said 
Griffey, who homered in his fourth con- 
secutive game. 

After all this time and all those long 
balls, Griffey still clings to the belief that 
he’s not a home run hitter. 

But who’s going to believe him after 
he’s set such an incredible pace this sea- 
son? At his current rate, Griffey would 
finish the season with 79 homers and 
would break Roger Maris’ major league 
record of 61 on August 22. 

“Tt’s great to see,’ Mariners manager 
Lou Piniella said. “It’s great to see 
young kids with a ton of ability do well 
and improve the image of baseball. 
Baseball needs a young kid to step for- 
ward and carry the banner.” 

Griffey wouldn’t compare himself 
with Mantle, saying the game has 
changed too much since Mantle’s day. 

“You don’t know what he would have 
done now, with different pitching and 
different bats,” he said. 

After Griffey hit his milestone homer 
— one of five in the game — in the sev- 
enth, he was in position to send the 
game into extra innings in the ninth. But 
he couldn’t get No. 22 off Oakland clos-

Baseball fans were treated to a 
fantastic. weekend at Cougar Field 
for the WAC Championships last 
weekend. BYU swept the first two 
games in the best of three series to 
capture the WAC crown from 
defending champion Fresno State. 

I have seen a lot of college base- 
ball games, and those were two of 
the best I have ever witnessed. 
Excitement from start to finish. 

Now the Cougars head to 
Talahassee where Florida State 
University will be hosting the 
Atlantic II regional. Although there 
are no traditional baseball power- 
house schools at the regional, 
Florida State has been to Omaha 
for the College World Series in 
recent years.

The regionals are a test to see 
which of the six teams has the most 
durable pitching. Five games in six

The key to BYU winning is pitch- 
ing. They probably will not get the 
run production they have had 
throughout the year because of 
stiffer competition and no altitude 
to carry the ball, so BYU pitchers 
keeping the opposing teams run 
production down is a must. But, the 
way BYU is hitting the ball right 
now, anything is possible. 

Look for BYU to battle Ohio 


State for the regional title. Florida 
State should be some tough compe- 
tition as well. BYU’s sixth seed 
shows the lack of respect the 
NCAA’s has for the Cougars, and 
that just may be enough motivation 
to get the Cougars to Omaha. This 
team is for real—do not count he 
out. 

NBA DRAFT...with en 
getting the number one pick, 
Purdue forward Glenn Robinson 
will be sporting a Bucks uniform 
next year.

tially blind man sees brighter future after surgery 


been “totally lost before.” And in his 
33-year-old daughter, Judy, he discov- 
ered “a beautiful, light-skinned 
woman with a wonderful smile.” 

The miracle of Genensky’s new 
vision resulted from three established 
medical procedures: a cornea trans- 
plant, cataract removal and pupil 
reshaping. He has a slightly larger, 
brighter and clearer window on the 
world, though he still lacks depth per- 
ception. 

“This is not a giant step forward for 
medicine, only for him,” said his eye 
surgeon, Dr. Jeremy Levenson of the 
University of California, Los Angeles. 
“Here’s a guy who spent his life as a 
low-vision expert helping other peo- 
ple and now he gets his second 
chance.” 

A nurse in New Bedford, Mass., put 
the wrong infection-killing drop in his 
eyes, burning both corneas. A few 
months later, a doctor at 
Massachusetts Eye and Ear Hospital 
salvaged a bit of sight in the right eye. 
The left was burned beyond hope. 

Genensky started bringing his 
father’s World War I binoculars to his 
high school geometry class so he 


could see the chalkboard. A closeup- 


lens attachment helped with note-tak- 
ing while he developed his math tal- 
ent. 

Binoculars in one hand and a pencil 
in the other, Genensky went on to 
earn bachelor’s and doctoral degrees 
from Brown University and a master’s 
from Harvard.

CAPE TOWN, South Africa — 
President Nelson Mandela pledged 
Tuesday to deliver free health care 
and food for children within 100 days, 
as part of a broad program to uplift 
South Africa’s long-oppressed black 
majority. 

Two weeks after becoming the 
country’s first black president, 
Mandela told parliament his govern- 
ment would strive to create a “people- 
centered society” where political free- 
doms were matched by social 
progress to “restore the human dignity 
of each and every South African.” 

The state of the union address to a 
joint session of South Africa’s new 
parliament was intended to set the 
tone of the new Mandela administra- 
tion. It avoided populist slogans and 
appeared calculated to soothe the 
fears of foreign investors and domes- 
tic business leaders, as much as to sat- 
isfy Mandela’s expectant black sup- 
porters. 

The government will budget $714 
million for the first year of the five- 
year reconstruction and development 
program. 

The country’s markets had been jit- 
tery lately over the prospect of spend- 


ing billions of dollars to provide 


houses, electricity, clean water and 
jobs for black masses left in squalid 
destitution by apartheid. 

Mandela stressed there would be no 
overall rise in government spending, 
taxes or inflation to pay for the pro-

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Nuclear disarmament" 
not just pacifist view

WASHINGTON — The possibility 
of ridding the world of nuclear 
weapons — an idea long-championed 
by pacifists — is gaining serious 
study for the first time, by people who 
have been key architects of the 
American defense establishment. 

The Clinton administration is not 
endorsing total nuclear disarmament, 
so it will not happen anytime soon. 
But, it is a sign of changing times that 
the idea is beginning ‘to take root. 

Eliminating nuclear weapons around 
the world would mean abandoning 
what was a cornerstone of American 
security policy throughout the Cold 
War, when the greatest fear in 
Washington and Moscow was all-out 
nuclear war. If fully enforced, it 
would remove the risk of even a 
small-scale nuclear war. 

One who.thinks it should be consid- 
ered is Andrew Goodpaster. 

Goodpaster is a retired Army four 
star general and holder-of the Medal 
of Freedom. He was an adviser on 
national security affairs to President 
Eisenhower and was Supreme Allied

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GMAT gets facelift, 
adds 2 scored essays

College students and professionals 
who hope to attend business school 
may have to prepare differently for 
the GMAT. 

The Graduate Management 
Admission Test, taken by more than 
200,000 business school applicants 
each year, will add two scored essays 
to the exam, beginning with the 
October 1994 administration, accord- 
ing to Kaplan, one of the nation’s 
largest test preparation companies. 

“Two scored essays were added to 
the GMAT to test specific writing 
skills under timed conditions,” said 
Timothy Patrick, director of GMAT 
programs for Kaplan Educational 
Centers in New York. 

Each essay takes 30 minutes to com- 
plete. Essays will be scored separate- 
ly, using a “holistic grading” process 
that grades fluency and skillfulness on 
a scale of one to six; essay scores and 
copies of the essays will be sent to 
business schools by Educational 
Testing Service (ETS), which admin- 
isters the GMAT. The math and verbal 


section of the exam will each be cut 


by fifteen minutes, resulting in a four-. 


hour exam — 30 minutes longer than 
the current version. The grading of 
other sections of the test is not 
changed, and the overall scaled score 
stays the same. 

“Tn order to excel on this part of the 
GMAT, students will need to organize 
their thoughts quickly and write with 
clarity and precision. Test takers have 
to master a broader range of skills to 
succeed on the new GMAT,” said 


- Patrick. 


According to Patrick, the change 
reflects concern among business 
schools and corporate recruiters that 
some MBA candidates have weak 
communication skills. 

“Success in the business world 

requires more than good quantitative 
skills,” he said. “Business leaders 
must communicate goals and agendas 
clearly and effectively.” 
‘Renee Werner, manager at Provo 
Kaplan, said students who have a 
strong writing background will have 
improved advantage with the new 
GMAT. She said some of their stu- 
dents were afraid to take the new 
GMAT because of the changes.

SALT LAKE CITY — Utah Sen. 
Orrin Hatch, who co-sponsored the 
new Religious Freedom Act, has 
filed a friend-of-the-court brief con- 
tending that the Justice Department 
is thwarting the new law. 

The Utah Republican, represented 
by Brigham Young University 
President and former U.S. solicitor 
general Rex Lee, 
filed the brief 
Monday in a 
Minnesota case, 
where the govern- 
ment seeks to 
force a church to 
return all tithing 
that two members 
paid the year 
before they filed 
for bankruptcy. 
The money would 
go to their credi- 
tors. 

Bankruptcy law 
allows any trans- 
fer of funds made 
within a year 
before bankruptcy 
to be seized to 
repay other credi- 
tors. 

But, Hatch said the laws are 
intended to prevent a debtor from 
fraudulently disposing of or shield- 
ing assets. 

“Tt is not disputed that the tithes ... 
were made out of a sincere reli- 
gious belief,’ and not an attempt to 
shield money, he said. 

Hatch contends the new law 
should prevent such acts. The law 
was designed to prevent govern- 
ment interference with religion 
except when it could show a “com- 
pelling interest” to do so.
